Suspect Believed Famed 


Killer Of 1930's

MARTINEZ, Calif. (AP)—Winnie Ruth Judd, con 


victed of double murder in a sensational trial in 1933 
and missing since she escaped from an Arizona mental 
hospital in 1962, has been captured in a suburban vil- 
lage east of San Francisco where she was working as 
a domestic. 


Sheriff's Lt. Robert Sang said 


the woman convicted of murder- 
ing her two best girl friends in 
Phoenix in 1931, and shipping 
their remains to Los Angeles 
'steadfastly denies she is Win- 
nie Ruth Judd." 


But Sang, a crew-cut veteran 


detective, said he identified her 
through fingerprints, old photos 
and a scar on herleft index fin- 
ger. 


He conceded that the woman 


who was working as a cook and 
housekeeper under the name of 
Marian Lane "looks about 10 
years younger" than Winnie 
Ruth Judd's 64 years. 


The woman, who says she's 


54, is pliimp and matronly com- 
pared with the wasted woman 
who walked away from Arizona 
in her seventh escape. 


She was picked up at 2 p.m. 


Friday by Sang and Sgl. Joe 
Walsh at the Danville home of 
Dr. John Blemcr, a general 
practitioner 
vacationing 
with 


his wife in Europe. 


Sang said "everything she has 


indicates she is Marian Lane," 
but that "information from both 
inside and outside" California, 
as well as his own fingerprint 
check, led him to believe Ma- 
rian Lnnc is Winnie Ruth Judd,

The Neighbors 


Sun has brought the neighbors 


out, supplying a new sense of 
how cramped winter quarters can 
be. In winter the neighborhood 
may be limited by the distance 
one can spring without a coat to 
borrow a cup of sugar. The 
blocks split up into societies of 
two or three families, each with- 
in earshot of the other's radio or 
whatever. And the families ex- 
change hospitality in that curi- 
ous type of neighborly informal- 
ity that never achieves intimacy. 


The winter neighborhood is 


.precious in its way. The neigh- 
bors demand vey little—say an 
emergency loaf of bread—and 
give much: Their company when 
friends are so many miles away. 


People learn in winter to ap- 


preciate neighbors who in gen- 
eral are friends only by propin- 
quity and yet while their lives 
touch have a loyalty which is 
.perhaps the stronger because it 
is an attachment rather to a way 
•of life than to a person. 


But now the neighborhood has 


'broadened. The small circles join 
in the larger circles of shirt- 
sleeves. The bonds of neighbor- 
'liness loosen 
as they lengthen. 


; This larger world, freer and less 


intense, suits the season when 
nature itself is so full of life that 
;man is no longer thrust inward 
on his own thoughts. 


Simulated Quakes 


Computers have become valu- 


able tools in many fields, but two 
researchers at New Mexico Tech 
.are probably the first to use 
one to fake an earthquake. 


; Merle Hanson, an 
engineer, 


and Dr. Allan Sanford, an earth- 
quake specialists, are employing 
the unique method to determine 
what causes earth upheavals. 


: From their research, now two 
years old, they hope in time _ to 
find ways perhaps of eliminating 
earthquakes. Under study now 
are the frequent quakes which 
have struck the Denver area in 
recent years. 
Some seismologists contend 


these tremors were caused by 
pumping chemical wastes under 
pressure into deep wells near 
Denver. "There 
seems to be 


strong correlation between these 
'•waste deposits and the sudden 
occurrence of earthquakes," said 
Hanson. "But 
no one could 


develop 
firm 
conclusions. We 


hope our studies will shed some 
light." 


By simulating, mathematically 


on the computer, seismograph 
patterns resembling those caused 
by n a t u r a 1 earthquakes, and 
comparing the results with seis- 
mograph r e a d i n g s from real 
quakes, the researchers hope to 
pinpoint both cause anrl effect of 
earth disturbances.

Dull as was the Republican 


session and juggernaut in its 
proportion as was the Nixon bloc, 
the meeting did express a widely 
held view that it was about time 
Uncle Sam quit rock'n roll for a 
Viennese waltz.

This is, indeed, a sig- 
nificant advance especially if 
there are no marked side ef- 
fects. 


The new drug, ibuprofen, has 


passed very critical tests in 
New Zealand and in Great 
Britain in experimental animals 
by those who were seeking to 
learn its value. 


A large series of patients with 


arthritis have been tested with 
the new drug and at this time 
have responded well without 
unusual toxic reactions. These 
cases were carefully 
chosen 


from a vast group that prev- 
iously had not reacted satisfac- 
torily to available drugs. Soon 
clinical trials in America will 
tie released to physicians and if 
the drug lives up to its promise 
and if it is cleared for safety by 
the health officials, it will be 


available everywhere hi the 
United States. 


This exciting drug was re- 


ported by Dr. Malcolm Thomp- 
son of the University of New 
Castle-upon-Tyne. He, and Dr. 
John R. Duthie of Edinburg feel 
that the anti-inflammatory ef- 
fects of ibuprofen deserve the 
consideration it now is receiv- 
ing.

When declarer has two dif- 


ferent courses of play open to 
him, both of which are danger- 
ous, he can hardly do better 
than follow the indicated proba- 
bilities in choosing which line of 
play to pursue. 


Take this hand where South is 


in four hearts. West leads the 
king of spades and East over- 
takes it with the ace and 
returns a spade. West wins 
South's nine with the ten and 
continues with a low spade. 


It is obvious from both the 


bidding and play that East 
started with a doubleton spade. 
So South is forced to ruff in 


dummy with the jack as East 
discards a club. 


The contract is clearly In 


jeopardy, and, so far as de- 
clarer is concerned, may even 
be beyond redemption, depend- 
ing on how the unseen cards are 
divided. 


Two methods of play 
are 


available, either of which may 
make the contract (if it can be 
made). One is to lead a trump 
to force out the ace, which'West 
is almost sure to have, and 
hope E a s t cannot overruff 
dummy when a spade is led 
again. 


The other method is to play 


three rounds of clubs, hoping 
the suit was originally divided 
3-3, in which case there is a 
very reasonable 
prospect of 


making the contract. 


Of the two possibilities the 


better chance is to lead out the 
clubs. It is highly unlikely that 
East, who had only two spades 
to start with, also has only one 
heart. He is far more likely to 
have started with two hearts 
than one. 


Accordingly, S o u t h plays 


three rounds of clubs, East 
ruffing the third club and South 
overruffing. Declarer now leads 
a heart and, as the cards lie, it 
does not matter whether West 
takes the ace or not. 


If he does, South easily makes 


the rest of the tricks, whatever 
West returns. If West ducks the 
heart, South ruffs the jack of 
spades in dummy and coasts 
home with ten tricks.

Smith Now All Signed Up 


For Medicare 


Wilbert F. Smith, mayor of Benton Harbor, is newly 


among the 19.8 million senior citizens nationally and 
over 28,000 locally in Berrien, Cass and Van Buren 
counties, who have become entitled to medicare during 
the first three years of its existence. Medicare cele- 
brates its 3rd anniversary on July 1, 1969. 


Mayor Smith's case is typical' 


of many individuals reaching 
age 65. He became entitled to 
the protection which medicare 
affords effective May 1, 1969 
even though he will not retire 
until July 1. May is the month 
Mayor Smith reached age 65. 
Some people have the miscon- 
ception that they must retire 
before they can become eligible 
for medicare. 
PREVENTING LOSS 


Mayor Smith was reminded 


to file for hospital insurance and 
medical insurance by the Social 
Security administration, and he 
now has this protection. Through 
a continuing "leads" program 
the Social Security 
personnel 


attempt to identify and contact 
those people reaching age 65, 
who are eligible for medicare 
and m o n t h l y benefits. This 
helps to prevent the loss of 
monthly cash benefits as well 
as the loss of valuable protec- 
tion under medicare. 


Mayor Smith is entitled to 


this protection beginning May 1, 
1969, because he enrolled before 
the month in which he became 
65. If he had waited until the 
month he was 65 or later, his 
medicare protection would not 
have started on the first day of 


the month he reached 65. For 
this reason, persons becoming 
age 65 are advised to contact 
the Social Security office two to 
three months in advance. 


Mayor 
Smith's 
claim 
was 


processed 
quickly because he 


was well prepared to file. By 
being in touch with the Social 
Security office before he filed, 
he know what evidence was 
needed to support his claim. In 
this case proof of age such as a 
birth record or baptismal re- 
cord was needed. Also, proof ol 
1968 earnings was needed. By 
having this evidence available 
at the time he filed, his claim 
could be processed in less than 
30 days.

bedroom home, include exterior 
and interior maintenance and 
repairs, care of the grounds, 
icat, replacement of appliances 
when necessary, interest and 
taxes, and all utilities except 
telephone and electricity. 


Under current tax 
regula- 


tions, the portion of the monthly 
payment used for interest and 
taxes, about 49 per cent is 
deductible from the occupant's 
income tax. Poziwilko pointed 
out that members enjoy ail the 
advantages of a home of their 
own, but without any mainten- 
ance worries. 


These homes were construct- 


ed under a special provision of 
the Federal Housing Admini- 
stration to provide housing for 
moderate income families. As 
an example 
of the 
savings 


under this act, a two-bedroom 
home with 1% baths costs only 
$123 per month.

Niles lost an orthopedic surgeon while other com 


munities in Michigan lost an opportunity to secure 
urgently needed physicians because of negative action 
in the state House of Representatives, the Michigan 
Health council reported. 
.Negative action cited by th 
council was the failure of th 
House to repeal a 1937 lav 
requiring doctors of medicine t 
take a basic science examina 
tion before moving here. Th 
bill failed June 12 to secure th 
56 votes needed. 


John A. Doherty of Eas 


Lansing, executive director o 
the council, said the young man 
who was ready to move to Niles 
was graduated from 
Emery 


university medical school, At- 
lanta, Ga., and was doing 
residency work in Cincinnati 
He was not named. Doherty 
sa id the physician did not move 
to Niles because of having to 
wait a considerable time before 
the state examination was given. 
Also, said Doherty, the ex- 
•iminalion can result in the need 
for an out-of-state physician to 
make two trips to Michigan. 
.Doherty told this newspaper 
that the old law has cost the 
state many physicians, not be- 
cause they can't pass the test 
(lie said only about 3 "or cenl 
'lave failed) but because of the 
delays. Doherty said if a doctor 
is ready to move here now, he 
may have to wait until Sep 
tember or December to take the 
examination. Also, some "bon- 
'ng up" is needed because the 
questions relate to pre-medical 
or early medical work that may 
be somewhat forgotten by ad- 
vanced specialists, said 
Do- 


herty. 
FAVORED REPEAL

Republican State Representa- 
tives Don R. Pears, Buchanan; 
Edwon Root, Jr., Bangor; and 
DeForrest Strang, Sturgis. The 
council in its "Health News" 
release, listed Republican Rep. 
Ray Mittan, Benton Harbor, 
among nine legislators who 
were absent or did not vote on 
the repeal bill. The House 
Journal for June 12 showed 
Mittan had been excused from 
the day's session. 


Asked 
if the examination 


requirement was left on the 
books to discourage 
foreign 


doctors from coming into Mich- 
igan, Doherty answered, "No." 
He said doctors from foreign 
nations still would have to take 
a basic examination. 


Doherty cited 
chiropractors 


and osteopathic physicians, say- 
ing that for the most part, they 
can come to the state and 
practice without taking the 
basic examination here. Doherty 
said the reason is that these 
groups have a reciprocity ar- 
rangement and if a member 
takes an examination in one 
state, it is honored in another.
